or three decades BC Studies has been a principal venue for good writing 

about British Columbia. The list of contributors is impressive, as is the 

range of subjects explored. Founding editors Margaret Prang and Walter 

Young, and their successor Allan Smith, have served British Columbians well. 

Many of the articles appearing in early issues still represent the best, or only, 
scholarship on particular topics. 

With the passage of time it becomes increasingly difficult to keep in mind 
all the writings that have filled the 120 issues of BC Studies. Moreover, our 
interests change over time, individually and as a society. The reasons an article 
once appealed to us may have faded, whereas some other aspect of it has 
become suggestive. 

With the goal of making past scholarship as accessible as possible, we have 
had another look through BC Studies. While drawing on the valuable work of 
Frances Woodward and Melva Dwyer in compiling earlier indexes, we have 
essentially started anew to create an index that serves today’s students, scholars, 
and general readers. The financial assistance of Dean Shirley Neuman of the 
Faculty of Arts at usc has made it possible for us to do so, and we are grateful. 
BC Studies’ managing editor Carlyn Craig initiated the project, Marita Maas 
gave valuable research assistance, and Karen Mason copy-edited the index. 

This new cumulative index to BC Studies: The British Columbian Quarterly 
has three parts. The first combines broad subject entries with prominently 
mentioned places and persons. The second part is an author/title index, and 
the third is an author index of books reviewed in BC Studies over the past 
three decades. Book reviewers do not receive their own entries.
